The castle at Mierling is situated just 
across from Baden, and almost in the shadow 
of the convent of Heiligen Kreuz. Its up- 
lands and meadows are famed the country 
over for beanty of scenery and natural advan- 
tages. The distance from Vienna is 80 slight 
that it was a favorite rendezvous for those 
who participated in the prince’s orgies. _. 

Among those who had attached themselves 
to the suite of Prince Rudolph was Oount 
Waldstein, who stood thirdin the line from 
Bohemia’s hero saint, Wallenstein. To this 
young nobleman the crown prince had de- 
trothed Marie de Vestsera when his relations 
with her had become a matterof common 
scandal. This state of affairs had evident! 
been satisfactory to Waldstein and his affi- 
anced, as the sequel shows. 

THE FATAL‘REVEL. 

During the latter part of January, 1889, 
Prince Rudolph made up one of his customary 
parties for a hunting trip from Mierling. 
There was to be one woman in the party. She 
was the Baroness Marie de Vestsera. Count 
Waldstein was also of the party. When the 
gay cavalcade set out from the Austrian capi- 
tal Prince Rudolph, Baroness de Vetsera 
and Count Waldstein were seen alive 
for the last time by all gave 
the half dozen witnesses of the ghastly trag- 
edy at Mierling. During the day which pre- 
ceded the deaths of Prince Rudolph, Marie de 
Vetsera and Count Waldstein there had been 
a great hunt, at which all the guests of the 
prince had been present. The party returned 
to the castle early in the evening, and the 
prince ordered dinner served in the 
small dining room, which is situated on

the second floor. What caprice governed 
Rudolph in this selection is not known, 
but by this whim he sealed his fate 
and that of his former mistress and her affi- 
anced husband. The room in which the table 
was spread had long been used as a general re- 
sort for guests who enjoyed an after-dinner 
smoke. Along the walls were hung antique 
curios and arms of ancient and modern con- 
struction. It overlooked the lawn at a point 
opposite an artificial knoll, upon which a 
small summer house had been erected. In this 
arbor the prince directed that his favorite 
band, the Schrammeler, be placed. 

INSULTS THE BARONESS. 

A party more gay than that which sat down 
to dinner on that fateful night it would be 
hard to describe. The lunch had been u suc- 
cess, the royal host wasin one of his liveliest 
moods, the most seductive music was me 
lowed by the distance and the presence of the 
young baroness was no bar to the proposed 
jelification. As course followed course, wine 
flowed as from a fountain, and its effects upon 
the host and his guests became more and more 
apparent. Songs were sung, and what had 
promised to be but the ordinary revel attend- 
ing a ‘‘stag’’ dinner given by the crown prince 
had reached a drunken carousal when the 
brandy.coffee and cigar stage was reached. Still 
Marie de Vetsera remained in the room. Her 
place was on the left of the prince; her - 
tion that of comrade. Directly across from 
her sat her affianced husband, the prince’s 
most intimate friend and companion, Count 
Waldstein. As the spirits rose higher and 
higher and champagne succeeded the after- 
dinner cognac, all sense of either reason or pro- 
priety passed from those about the board. The 
dinner became a wild orgy, during which he 
who could commit the greatest excess received 
the largest share of applause. 

It was just after midnight that Prince Ru- 
dolph, amid a wild burst of merriment, put 
his arm around Marie de Vetsera and at- 
tempted to draw her to him. The young 
baroness wrenched herself free and laugh- 
ingly chided her royal host for his imperti- 
nence. Nothing daunted, the prince again 
caught hold of his fair guest and attempted to 
kiss her. The baroness could not escape from 
the crown prince this time, and seemingly 
realizing the position she occupied before that 
room full of drunken courtiers, said: ‘‘As 
the affianced wife of your dearest friend you 
should rather protect than insult me.” The 
prince was determined to obtain a kiss, how- 
ever, and in the struggle which followed she 
escaped from his embrace, and in her anger 
called Rudolph a blackguard, a coward and a 
man unfit ever to occupy the position of 
emperor. 

THE TRIPLE TRAGEDY, 

Half crazed by liquorand beside himself 
with rage, Prince Rudolph drew a revoiver 
from a small writing desk. Heshot Marie de 
Vetsera as she stood facing him. Springing to 
his feet Count Waldstein swung the heavy oak 
chair on which he had been seated over his 


_ head and brought ‘it down upon the skull of 


his prince. It was a death blow, and Archduke 
Rudolph sank to the floor, almost beside the 
body of the woman he had both wronged and 
murdered. Then for the first time the enorm- 
ity of the tragedy being enacted before their 
eyes seems to have dawned upon the assem- 
bled company, and a rush was made for Count 
Waldstein, and his body was thrown beneath

HE SYMPATHIZED- WITH, BALMACEDA. 


And in Consequence Was Unpopular with 
the Congressionalists—Has He 
Been Murdered? 


WASHINGTON, September 1.—The case of 
Patrick Egan, the United States minister. t 
Chile, and the almost certainty of his recall 
being demanded as soon as the congressional 
party in Chile establish the autonomy of a re- 
public, the details of which were first given to 
the publicin Tue Constritution’s Washing- 
ton dispatches of today, promise to furnish 
forth an international celebrated case. They 
promise also to be a source of much trouble to 
the administration and especially to Mr. 
Blaine, who is such a firm friend of Mr. Egan. 
The only way in which these unpleasant things 
can be avoided is by Mr. Egan voluntarily re- 
signing his position. Those who know him 
say thathe will not doit, especially as he is. 
under a heavy and increasing fire, His course, 
and the attitude of the congressionalists 
toward him, will, it was admitted today at the 
state department, where so few admissions of 
any kind are made, prove a source of much 
embarrassment to the government. 

And what makes them worse, nothing is 
heard from him. He is still silent. The de- 
partment does not know why he should be sa 
Beyond his brief dispatch of last week noth- 
ing has come from him. And what did come 
from him then was very misleading. He 
spoke of the battle of Valparaiso as an unim- 
portant engagement. Now the navy depart 
ment has full and uninterrupted communica; 
tion with Admiral Brown, commanding our 
naval forces in Chilean waters, and it is very 
strange that nothing should be heard from 
Mr. Egan. 

Acting Secretary Wharton, of the state de- 
partment, today got the navy department to 
telegraph to Admiral Brown and ask him what 
he knows concerning Mr. Egan's movements. 

From the manner in which the Chilean envoys 
in this city talk, it is known that the feeling 
among the members of the successful party in 
the late struggle is very bitter against Mr. 
Egan.. This gave rise tonight to a report that 
it might be that Mr. Egan had met with vio- 
lenee. The possibility of such a thing was 
scouted at the envoy headquarters. They ad- 
mitted there Mr. Egan’s upopularity, and re- 
peated that he was regarded by their side as a 
Balmaceda partisan, but said he was still 
United States minister, and would be re- 
spected in his prerogatives as such, and his per- 
sonal safety was insured as long as he con- 
tinued in that position. 


HUNTING BALMACEDA. 


A Chilean Mob Seeks for the Downfalien 
Dictator. 

New Tonk, September.1.—The Herald this 
morning has the following cable: 

VALPARAISO, Chile, via Galveston, Augnst 
30.—The Chanaral regiment of the congres- 
sional army took formal possession of Santiago 
tonight, and practically the last act in the 
bloody drama of revolution, which has tern

closed. The capital city was in the hands of 


sa bloodthirsty mob last night, and, while it 


was not able to satisfy its murderods instincts, 
it did destroy a vast amount of property. 

As soon as the news reached Santiago yes- 
terday of the overwhelming defeat of the gov- 
ernment troops on the heights of Placilla and 
the fall of Valparaiso, and the people knew 
that Balmaceda’s power was gone and they 
had nothing to fear from his wrath, their 


‘enmity to his government broke forth. The 


cry wasraised that the president should be 
killed, and a mob started for his house. It 
grew in numbers and fury as it went 
through the streets, and by the time 
it reached the executive mansion was ripe for 
any bloody deed. Short shrift would have 
been allowed to the president had he been 
caught. He knew that he would have little 
chance for his life if he remained in Santiago, 
and, at the first receipt of the news of his over- 
whelming defeat, he hid himself and the 
bloodthisty fury of the mob was balked. 

Then the mob’s desire for revenge found 
vent in application of the torch. Soon Balma- 
ceda’s house was aflame. Before it had been 
destroyed the mob marched off to the house of 
Senor Goday, the ex-minister of the interior, 
and an ardent Balmacedist, and set on fire his 
house. Then the residences of Balmaceda’s 
mother; General Barbosa, who was killed at 
the battle of Placilla; Senors Me- 
Kenna and Eastman, the government 
newspaper offices and the houses 
of several prominent officials were burned to 
the ground. The city was panic-stricken, 
business was suspended and people, outside of 
the mob, kept close to their houses. The sky 
was lurid with the light from burning build- 
ings. The police, the fire department and the 
army were demoralized,and made not the sem- 
blance of an attempt to maintain order.

Brewster, one of the ablest and most 
practical members of the Georgia bar, 
suggests that there is no reason why per- 
sons should not take stock in the proposed 
‘Confederate Home stock company, and 
pay down the amount of their subscrip- 
tion, when it would accomplish the de- 
sired object for them simply to pay the 
interest on their subscriptions.

At the end of twenty years 
‘he will have paid in $1,400, and will be 
entitled, if the capital stock is fixed at 
$250,000, to the 250th part of whatever 
amount may then be realized out of the 
property. Now, as $500,000 is a reason- 
able estimate of the value of the home 
at the end of twenty years, 
that the holder of stock to the amount 
of $1,000 would receive $2,000 for the 
$1,400 he had paid in installments of 
$70 a year for twenty years. 

Very likely he would receive much 
more, but even at the lowest estimate he 
would get his money back with a fair 
interest. 

We are not surprised that this plan 
has met with the favor of those to whom 
it has been mentioned among the veter- 
ans, the trustees of the home, and our 
leading financiers. It is simple, feasible, 
safe. Instead of making it necessary for 
the subscribers to pay down, the first 
‘year, $250,000 in cash for stock to that 
amount, they will pay only $17,500 in 
the aggregate. Nothing more satisfactory 
could be agreed upon. It avoids the in- 
convenience of raising a large amount of 
money on short notice, and yet realizes 
for the home precisely the same annual 
would be obtained if the 
‘trustees should actually raise and then 
loan out $250,000.

Our Southern Authors. 

The Richmond Times says that Tun 
ConsTITUTION is disposed to take it to task 
for having expressed the opinion that the 
slightest catering onthe part of southern 
authors to the prejudices of those who 
greatly exaggerate our faults and overlook 
our virtues is a crime against the south.“ 

If our esteemed contemporary will refer to 
the article on which we commented, and 
particularly to the extract on which our 
comments were based, it will perceive that 
its restatement of the case is wholly differ- 
ent from the position which we made bold 
to criticise. Weneed not go through the 
formality of reproducing the precise words 
of the dictum laid down by The Times, but 
the essence of it was that southern authors, 
in depicting life and character at the south, 
should concern themselves only with the 
virtues of the people, leaving their defects 
and their failings to go unrecorded. The 
statement of The ‘Times is much stronger 
and more specific than this. | 

We pointed out that southern authors, 
working under this amazing rule, would 
produce anything else but literature. The 
author who starts out with the idea 
that it is his duty to paint only roseate pict- 
ures of his people is at once hopelessly 
handicapped. He may do tolerably fair 
work as a pamphleteer, but he can have 
nothing in common with literary art. The 
idea which The Richmond Times has ex- 
pressed undoubtedly has its champions, and, 

just as undoubtedly, it has had an evil in- 
fluence on the literary productions of the 
south. Our contemporary itself uncon- 
sciously admits this when it remarks 
that we may search the literary produc- 
tions of the south since the war, and with the 
exception of a few short stories, there is not 
a single fiction that adequately or justly de- 
scribes the social life of the south under the 
„Slave system. The reason of this is not 
far to seek. The author who approaches 
this rich and romantic field with any knowl- 
edge, experience or real appreciation, in- 
stinctively feels that, unless he becomes the 
champion of social and political prejudices, 
traditions and legends, his work will be the 
target, if not of misrepresentation, certainly 
of misconception. He is content to pause, 
therefore, before putting pen to paper—con- 
tent to await the day when the public he 
would fain please comes to understand that 
the business of literary art is with life as 
it & manifested in individuals, and not with 
social or political sensitiveness or preju- 
dice. 

It is difficult to understand the supersen- 
sitiveness which is represented in the 
dictum of The Richmond Times. We had 
hoped that it was confined to the literary 
amateurs who have a theory that they are 
kept out of the northern magazines 
because they are 80 sublimely 
southern. We should like to know 
what there is in the present, or what 
there was in the past, for the south to be so 
sensitive about. With some knowledge of 
the social eonditions of this section before, 
during and after the war, we do not see 
why there 
flinching over the truth as it may be figured 
forth in literature. There were bad as well 
as good men in the south before the war, as 
there are good and bad men here now. 
There never was in any section or among 
any people a monopoly of virtue. However 
it may be modified by circumstances and 
conditions, human nature is pretty much the 
same the world over—the same in its va- 
riety, in its complexities, and in its myster- 
ies. 

The Times refers to Mr. Cable as a lit- 
erary apostate, and says that he is regarded 
by the southern people as a dangerous 
enemy of his native section.“ Our contem- 
porary is surely mistaken here. We think 
that Mr. Cable's fiction will be searched in 
vain for any note or sign of what The Times 
calls ‘‘apostacy.’’ He has some crude ideas 
on the negro question—ideas that can do no 
harm except to the haif-educated negro 
malcontents who are never cohtent unless 
they are pushing their way where white 
people go. No sensible person, we presume, 
regards Mr. Cable as dangerous.“ For the 
rest, we do not know of any southern author 
who; consciously or unconsciously, has 
catered to New England sentiment,’’ but 
we do know authors who, by broadening 
their own sentiments, have been able to file 
a notable and permanent defense of the 
south and its civilization. And some of 
these authors are Virginians. 


The Proposed Commercial Convention. 

The remarks of The Columbus Ledger on 
the subject of a commercial convention of 
southern business men to be held in Atlanta 
are worthy of a wide discussion by the 
press. We present here the outline of the 
plan, as given by our contemporary: 

Let the convention discuss the question of the 
establishment of state banks under uniform laws 
in every southern state, with power to issue cur- 
rency on a liberal, yet conservative, increase over 
every dollar of state bonds bought by the banks 
sought to be established. 

By this principle the “wildcat” feature, which 
is so objectional in local currency, would be 
practically done away with, and the money of one 
State, under such plan would pass as current in 
in another state, and be just as desirable as gov- 
ernment notes or national bank bills. 

A concert ot action by the several legislatures 
of the southern states would bring about results 
in the matter of a plestiful supply of money that 
would makethe south’s resources blossom 
a5 à rose, and place its upbuilding above a de- 
pendence upon capital from the north that is

The people of the state of Georgia, acting by in-

spiration from the late H. W. Grady and by affec- 


tionate memory of the gallantry of their troops, 
contributed $100,000 for the erection of a home for 
needy confederate veterans. The money was 
economically used, and a home, surrounded by 
ample grounds, built. The committee in 
charge of the Saas offered to give 
it to the sta upon the simple 
and reasonable — that it should appro- 
priate $15,000 for each of the next fifteen years 
for its maintenance and forthe care of the vet- 
erans resident init. This was a small thing to 
ask of so great a commonwealth. To the surprise 
of everybody, the house of representatives, by a 
vote of 94 to 62, refused to accept the home or to 
appropriate a cent for the care of the aged, en- 
feebled, or destitute veterans of the confederacy. 

The Inter Ocean has no sympathy with any such 
cheese-paring economy. Nor have we respect for 
a legislature so devoid of humane sentiment or of 
moral principle. It is the duty of every state to 
make ample provision for the care of its unfortu- 
nate and needy citizens. It is imperatively the 
duty of every southern state to make provision 
tor the care of its needy veterans of the war, be- 
cause they have been made needy by wounds re- 
ceived, by diseases contracted, or by constitutions 
enfeebled in a service which they undertook in mis- 
taken loyalty to the disloya acts of the state. If 
Georgia had not wrongfully resolved on secession, 
there would have been no confederate soldiers 
from Georgia. The state, as a corporate entity, 
presented the forbidden fruit to each of its citi- 
zens, and if they have been injured by eating 
thereof the state as a corporate entity is bound by 
honor to take care of them. This is true of such 
Georgians as, volunteered to support their state in 
its mischosen policy; but it is even more true as 
to such Georgians who were conscripted and en- 
forced by their state authorities to leave their 
homes and bear arms in support of a cause con- 
demned by their judgment and abhorred by their 
souls.

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DETECTIVE SHACKELFORD BEFORE 


JUDGE CALHOUN. 


He Is Arraigned in Police Court for Doing 
the Work of a Detective. 
The Trial. 


G. W. Shackelford was tried yesterday 
morning. 

He was charged with “assuming to be a de- 
tective when he had no license.“ 

Mr. Shackelford fought the charge, although 
he admitted the charge of being a detective 
and that he had no license. 

The charge originated because of the dis- 
charge of several employes of the Atlanta, 
West End and McPherson barracks street car 
line. It is said that they were discharged be- 
cause of irregularities which were worked up 
by Shackelford and men employed by him. 

The case was made by Chief of Police A. B. 
Connolly. 

Yesterday morning the case came to trial, 
but Recorder Calhoun withheld his decision 
until this morning. 

Mr. Shackelford was seen and asked about 
the case. He was indignant that it was made, 
and talked at length upon the subject. 

T have settled in Atlanta,“ said he, “and 
expect to stay here. Ihave built up a good 
business and now employ eleven men. 

A year ago an ordinance was passed by the 
city that required me to apply for a license to 
the police commissioners and to be sworn in 
by the chief of police. 

“This I did not and will not do, as I don’t 
care to be under the supervision of the chief. 
I do a legitimate business, and am willing to 
pay license for the same, but I don’t think it 
right that I should be under the supervision of 
the chief of police. 

That's why Iam fighting the matter. I 
admit that one of my men did the work men- 
tioned, and I admit that I have been running 
a detective agency since the section of the city 
code referred to was passed, but I deny that 
the city has cognizance over it. 

„It it is a misdemeanor the city has nothing 
to do with it, and it should be transferred toa 
higher court. Iam perfectly willing the de- 
tective work M be limited to those 
recommended and that a license should be 
paid, but I don't want Chief Connolly over 
me, and I want to do my work without his 
sanction. 

That's why I kick, and I do so knowing 
that the best people of Atlanta are with me. 
My work is known, and I do as all know, a 
legitimate business. I. don’t want to be 
— 48 by the chief of police, and hence I 

ick.“ 

Mr. Shackelford is indignant on account of 
the action of the chief, aud expresses himself 
in strong language. He has many friends who 
stick by him. 

The case is interesting, and excites much at- 
tention from all. Judge Calhoun will render 
his decision today, and if adverse to the de- 
fendant the case will be appealed.

To Revise the Criminal Laws. 

The special order for the day was called at 
11 o'clock. 

It was the resolution of Mr. Williams, of 
Richmond, to authorize the governor to ap- 
point three competent attorneys to revise and 
codify the criminal laws of the state,and to 
fix the amount of their salaries. After the 
resolution had been read, Mr. Williams ad-

N nvestigation that our criminal 
laws are in confusion and that it was of the ut- 
most importance that this work should be done 
atonce. I then in behalf of the committee intro- 
duced a joint resolution that the governor ap- 

int three revisers,who should be competent 
awyers, whose remuneration should not exceed 
the sum of $2,500 each, this committee to have 
full power to proportion and grade punishments 
and revise thoroughly these laws and 
to report back to the house, which 
report should be adopted after being 
passed on by the legisture. 

In the first place, punishments are not propor- 
tioned to crimes, re are so many harsh stat- 
utes in our code that I cannot enumerate them 
here Petty larcenies are made heavy felonies, 
and heavy punishments are put upon the most 
trivial offenses. However a we may deny it, 
our laws, as charged by the northern press, are 
traps set for the unfortunate, ignorant negro and 
white man. A negro in Richmond, Va., forged 
an order for a pair of shoes worth $1.50, and he 
was tried at an expense of $100 a day, and the 
most punishment the judge could inflict was two 
years in the penitentiary. 

Mr. Williams then elaborately illustrated with 
example after example of the strongest nature. 
He then continued: 

Our laws, at $100 a day 
to try felonies in the counties, filis 
our . penitenti with convicts; whereas, 
these criminals should be fined or put in the 
chaingangs of the counties. They would then 
serve a short time,the county would t the 
benefit and the discharged parties would remain 
in the county and, as they trequently do, become 
useful citizens. Iread an extract trom The St. 
Louis Republic on this line: It would give first 
offenders an opportunity and the greatest possi- 
ble incentive to reform, and it would give them 
favorable conditions instead of sending them 
among hardened criminals to graduate in crime. 
It would be a great relief to the taxpayer, not 
only by its effect in restraining second offenses, 
but in saving the cost of imprisonment for the 
first. Under the present system, every convict 
who returns to his county or takes up his resi- 
dence elsewhere after serving his term is 
apt to increase costs to the taxpayer, 
not only by his own crimes, but b 
corrupting others. It is clearly as muc 
to the advantage of public morals as of public 
economy, to give first offenders the opportunity 
— reform, of which the penitentiaries deprive 

em.“ 

Again, Mr. Speaker, our jails are filled with 
criminals charged with felonies. Instead of hav- 
ing trials at once by county courts, they lie in 
jails frequently with great suffering and at a 

eavy cost to the taxpayers. 

But the great principle is that the state cannot 
barter in human liberty and human blood, even if 
it were to her interest. These heavy punishments 
do injustice to the state, are unjust to the crim- 
inal. There was atime under barbaric laws when 
the stealing of a pin was punished with death; 
but, thanks to the great infiuences of civilization 
and Christianity, we have concluded that criminal 
laws should be humane. 

The pay of revisers should be adequate to have 
the best talent and thorough work. Cheap men 
means cheap work. When Justinian wished to 
immortalize bimself he had his laws codified. 
When Napoleon, that genius of war, had mingled 
the eagles of France with the eagles of the crags, 
to make himself immortal, he codified the laws, 
and it is a mooted question whether he will live 
longer in these laws or in the annals of war. This 
is a grand work. It is one that is approved of by 
the thinking men of this state. 

Gentlemen of the house, I declare, to you, if yon 
pass this, bill in after years you will look with 
pride on your work. You will erect a monument 
to your names more enduring than brass and 
more lasting than marble. Let the great state of 
Georgia keep abreast of the times and rise to the 
magnitude ot this great and importants work. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, then offered to 
amend by striking out three and inserting twé 
competent attorneys, and inserting instead of 
$2,500 the amount $2,000. 

Dr. Chappell, of Laurens, favored this 
amendment, and introduced one similar in 


substance. 

The first portion of the amendment was de- 
feated. Mr. Wheeler then wanted to amend 
his own amendment by inserting $1,500 in- 
stead of $2,000. 

Mr. Williams objected to thia, as he had to 
the first amendment. The amendment to the 
amendment was lost. 

On the amendment to change the amount 
froin $2,500 to $2,000, Mr. Wheeler called for 
the ayes and nays. The call was sustained 
and the amendment was adopted by a vote of 
130 to 1, Mr. Wheeler being the only member 
to vote against it.

another amendment, which was to substitute 


$1,550 for $2,000, and on this the ayes and 
nayes were called. The amendment was 
adopted. 

The resolution was then adopted as amended. 
So the revision of the criminal laws will prob- 
ably be begun at an early date, provided the 
senate concurrs in the action of the house. 

Another Pension Measure. 

Mr. Baldwin, of Randolph, introduced a bill 
on yesterday to amend article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1 of the constitution of 1877, and 
the act of October 9, 1885, amendatory thereof, 
also the act approved November 4, 1889, so as 
to include indigent confederate soldiers in the 
aid therein extended. The bill pro- 
vides for the addition of these 
words to that paragraph: And to make 
suitable provision for indigent confederate 
soldiers.“ 5 

After the adoption of this amendment by 
two-thirds of the members of both houses, the 
amendment is to be submitted to the people at 
the next general election for ratification. 

This is an important measure, and it seems 
that the house is determined to provide for the 
soldiers by some means or other. 

The Agricultural Department Again. 

The same oid time-worn measure to abolish 


the state agricultural department has come up 
again at thissession. This time the cry is 
beard from Rabun county, but there is no dan- 
get of such a measure receiving the sanction of 
the general assembly. 

Mr. Scruggs, of Rabun, is the author of the 
bill. It re an act to establish. a depart- 
ment of culture for the state of Georgia, 
approved February 28, 1874, and all acts 
amendatory thereof. This act is to go into 
effect, if passed, at the expiration of the term 
of the present commissioner of, agriculture.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

WEW YORK, September 1. There was nothing in 
the news this morning, either foreign or domestic, to 
cause any change in the temper of stock speculation, 
and advices of the day were of a uniformly favorable 
character from a bull point of view. Nevertheless,the 
prices made in London this morning, before the open- 
ing Of the stock exchange here, were materially lower 
than our figures of last evening, and the opening of 
this market was made in sympathy with lower prices 
on the other side, bringing losses which extended in 
active shares to 1 per cent. London cables, however, 
reported heavy selling by houses with American con- 
nections, and an explanation of the lower figures was 
readily seen to be manipulation from this side, which 
was continued with vigor in the early dealings here. 
Offerings were readily absorbed, and when the buying 
power was reinforced in the afternoon, prices moved 


up in many cases sharply. 
ong the features of early dealing was the strength 
fested by Wheeling and Lake Erie stocks, and the 


advantage gained at that time was held throughout 
the day. Apparently foreign selling was aimed 
apecially at Union Pacific and Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and those two stocks were depressed more than 
any others in the active list, losses at the lowest points 
being 2'; and 2 per cent respectively. These were re- 
covered later in the day, but each closed with a large 
fractional loss for the day. On the other hand Grang- 
ers, includigg Atchison, were heavily traded in, and 
displayed marked strength, without scoring any ma- 
terial improvement, as also did Villard’s. The gen- 
eral list was less active than yesterday, and, notwith- 
standing activity in leading shares, the total business 
done falls far short of that of yesterday. The rally in

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 1— Again the sentiment in the 
wheat pit changed during the night. Yesterday it was 
bullish and an advance of over 4c was scored; today it 
was bearish, and at the bottom price of the session it 
was 3½ e under yestcrday’s last price, though the close 
showed a recovery of 1c. Wheat bought yesterday, for 
December at or around $1.04 was all for sale at a consid- 
erable reduction as soon as business started this morn. 
ing. Buyers were as hard to find at the start as sell- 
ers were yesterday morning until the asking price had 
gotten down to about $1.0244. There were a few sales 
at $1.03, and some at 51.02 %, but the great bulk of the 
first trades were made at and around §1.02%@$1.02', 
with the weight of the offerings so quiet as to prevent 
any recovery to speak of from those prices, The trade 
had become thoroughly demoralized in the multiciplic- 
ity and variation in estimates made of the shortage of 
the world’s grain crop, and appeared resolved to stick 
for the present to a favorable certainty that what with 
the cropsin Europe, whatever may be their bulk 
compared with other years, and what with 
the immense surplusage from the crop 
of this country, there was no danger of 
any present demand being unsatisfied for the lack of 
grain, whatever deficiencies might unfortunately be 
discovered six months hence. Estimates this morn- 
ing, based on the percentage figures of the Vienna 
congress, were much less bullish than those made yes- 
terday, as they put the world’s shortage in wheat at 
only 80,000,000 bushels. There were not lacking those, 
however, who were unable to see how these figures 
were arrived at. A commercial article states th® case 
thus: “The Vienna congress report, by one method of 
computation, would seem to be bearish. This is more 
apparent in the case of Russia, where the percentage 
shows a better crop of wheat than in 1889, when she is 
reported to have exported 95,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Yet, by another system of calculation, it shows a de- 
ficiency in Europe of 258,000,000 bushels of wheat from 
last year and 490,000,000 bushels of rye,or, in all, 748,000,- 
000 bushels deficiency in Europe. If we add 250,000,000 
bushels excess in the United States and Canada this year 
over last, there will still remain a shortage of nearly 500,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and rye.” The trade, however 
inclined strongly to the bear side, and its selling pre- 
vailed, especially as early cables, though more or less 
contradictory, rather indicated a bearish feeling 
abroad, A heavy business was done—the price tended 
strongly downward, and not until after December had 
sold as low as 51.01% was there any rebound from the 
several dumps it had made on the temporary resting 
places in its downward course. On the general prin- 
oiple that after so quick adrop a reaction was likely, 
and influenced to some extent also by the compara- 
tively light estimated receipts for tomorrow, there was 
some good buying, partly for foreign account, about 
midway in the session, which caused a sudden spurt to 
81.02%. The board of trade’s second Liverpool cable 
showing a decline of. from à to id, coming to hand 
about the time of the culmination of the temporary ad- 
vance referred to, gave more encouragement to the 
sellers, and they quickly forced prices down to $1. 00's. 
There was the usual active spurt during the last ten 
minutes of the session, the price being influenced by 
the closing strength in corn, recovered to and closed 
at 61.015. 

Corn opened weak, with holders trying to get 580 
for October, but no buyers could be found at above 
57 NA, and not very many at that. The tendency con- 
tinued downward for about an hour, in sympathy with 
the weakness in wheat, but after October had declined 
to 56%,c, the market began to take an independent 
course, and made a rapid advance to 58 ½ % Firmness 
was the latest characteristic of trading, and the reac- 
tion ina downward direction was quickly recovered 
from. The closing quotation was 59\4c. The advance 
was very evidently the result of manipulation. 

New York wired that a syndicate had been formed 
there to boom oats. The bears had only the weakness 
of wheat to conceal themselves with, but that was 
sufficient to make the market weak until near the 
élose, when it remained steady. Fluctuations were 
confined toa range of e. 

The provision market was easy at the opening, but 
quickly firmed up on buying orders, and remained 
rather strong during the rest of the session. Pork 
shows an advance of 20c over yesterday’s clusing price.
